Even the traffic cop whistles while 
he works. 
Warning On C ar Care 


With conditions calling for greater 
care in the operation and servicing 
of cars be on your guard against 
generalizations which too often are 
more harm than help. Recently in 
the public prints motorists were told 
to grease the universal joints every 
5,000 miles. It sounded plausible, but 
hardly in keeping with the fact that 
m any cars arc equipped with Joints 
which are packed in grease and good 
for 20,000 miles or thereabouts. At 
that time the joints can be disas­ 
sembled and repacked, but because 
of the labor involved it is more prac­ 
tical to replace them. Motorists have 
also recently been told to change the 
cartridge in the oil filter every 10,000 
miles. It would be safer to change 
every 3,000 Where filters do not have 
replaceable 
elem ents 
water 
may 
cause rusting and a destructive oil 
leak if too much m ileage is chalked 
up between changes in filters Front 
wheel bearings should be checked 
twice a year, not every 10.000 miles 
which for many motorists would be 
every two years or more. 
Service instruction# must be more 
specific for safer results. Our cars 
are by no m eans standardized Nor 
do we all drive them the same way, 
over the sam e roads and under the 
same 
conditions. 
Beware 
efforts 
toward over-sim plification. 
Keep Them In Mind 
Brake parts should not be washed 
in gasoline, kerosene or oil. There 
are special cleansing fluids for this 
purpose. 
Some cars steer 
badly 
because

New In Fuel Pumps 
You may never have noticed it but 
the fuel pump has provision for 
giving the carburetor a smoother 
flow of gasoline. It Lakes the form 
of a small dome atop the filter. Now, 
however, this Job is being taken 
cover by the newest in fuel filters. 
Located between the pump and the 
carburetor this special type of filter 
converts the pulsating flow of fuel 
from the pump into a smooth flow 
to the carburetor This m eans less 
I wear on the needle valve and float 
lever, improves cold weather start­ 
ing and gives smoother operation at 
idle and low speeds 
That annoying stalling which you 
may have noticed so often when 
temperatures were anywhere from 
50 degrees down in the m onths past 
h as been discovered to be icing of 
the throttle. Because there s a dif­ 
ference in the pressure above and 
below the throttle the air passing 
Into the low pressure area causes a 
marked drop in temperature. Since 
the throttle itself is cold during th e 
motor warm-up ice forms there and 
prevents feUl from getting through 
' to the motor. That results in a stall. 
Just as soon as the throttle warms 
up everything is normal again 
One way to check this is to fast 
idle the engine during the warm -up 
Tile reason so many have been 
puzzled by this is because it usually 
happens when the w eather is damp 
in addition to being cold. M any m e­ 
chanics were throw n off their course 
by thinking that there was moisture 
! on the exposed ignition parts. 
Murrain Of Safety 
Probably it's too simple, but one 
of the best ways of avoiding col­ 
lisions Is to keep further behind 
other cars. It doesn t seem to occur 
to the average wheel twirler that 
the faster he travels the more m ar­ 
gin he should provide. Usually he 
tags right after the car ahead, and 
that's where the trouble starts. In 
effect, a car lengthens with increase 
in speed because it requires more 
room in which to maneuver. Ex­ 
perienced drivers often find it quite 
a safeguard to have plenty of room 
ahead when they sec some other car 
behind going into a skid or not
